Applicant's arguments filed August 15, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. On pages 6-9 applicant argues that Kashiwagi et al fails to teach, 
disclose or fairly suggest the following limitation: "defining a playable title as a playback 
sequence of all complete cells or a subset of complete cells of a recording in the order 
of allocation within the video object storage area on the disc and generating a title list of 
titles sorted in the order of arrangement within the video object area on the disc". It is 
noted Kashiwagi et al does meet the above limitations as stated in Column 20 Lines 16+ 
and specifically states the defining and generating of playback sequence in Column 20 
Lines 52-54 which states ".. by pressing the MENU button, VTS_PGCI#2-#9 may 
correspond to sub-menus accessed using the numeric keypad n the remote..". 
Although, applicants points are understood the examiner can not agree and therefore 
the rejection is maintained.
